ZIMMERMAN S SHORTAGE GROWS 


Absconding City Clerk of East Grand 


Forks Trimmed up the Mun­ 


icipality Before he Left 


At a m eeting of the city council 
at East Grand Forks on Wednesday 
night a report on the shortage of C. 
P. Zimmerman, form erly city clerk 
was made. 
After m aking a thorough exam ina­ 
tion of all books Clerk Gorman finds 
that the shortage is $7,375.71, of $3.- 
457.93 more than the shortage found 
by the J. Gordon Steel company. 
Gorman’s report also show ed that 
the 
full am ount 
of 
Zim m erm an’s 
shortage was $13.71 S.97, but a large 
amount of this was covered by de­ 
posits in both local banks under the 
name of C. P. Zimmerman, city clerk. 
The deposit in the First National 
bank was turned into the light fund, 
but the deposit in tile First State bank 
still remains there, a w a itin g the final 
disposition of tile matter. 
According to the report of Clerk 
Gorman, the J. Gordon Steel auditors 
were completely fooled in auditing 
tile 1908 accounts, as they reported 
everything in the best of shape with 
$407,39 to the good. 
After Zimmerman absconded, Dec. 
it, 
1909, the books w ere examined 
again, and the auditors found that 
their original 1908 exam ination was 
wrong, reporting a shortage for that 
year of $495.17. 
Mr. Gorman stated last night that 
from his exam ination of the books 
and records, Zimmerman was approx­ 
im ately $2,000 short at the end of the 
year 1908. 
During this year is when he did his 
clever work in falsifying accounts, 
t lins m isleading the auditors. 
Last n ig h t’s report of the city d e n t 
contained no criticism of former city 
officials, but lie advised the council 
to pass a resolution providing for \ 
complete exam ination of the record* 
by the state examiner, so as to »*»» 
who is at fault. 
Th resolution w as passed, and the 
state exam iner will be asked to ex­ 
amine all the books, records and ac­ 
counts.

The appearance of 
i the speaker seemed that of a pure in­ 
tellect wrought up to its mightiest en­ 
ergies and brightly shining through tile 
thin and transparent veil of flesh that 
invested it.’’—St. Louis Republic. 


H E I N Z E FO U N D 
NOT G U ILT Y 


Acquitted of Cnarge of Misapplying 
Funds of Bauk.

Heinie was acquitted in New York of 
charges of misapplying the funds of 
the Mercantile National bank while he 
was president of the institution in 
1907, and he was cleared of the charge 
of overcertifying the checks of his 
brother's firm, Otto H einie & Co. 
I hus failed the federal government’s 
attempt to hold H ein ie responsible for 
financiering during the panic of three 
years ago alleged to be in violation of 
the national banking laws. 
Charles 
W. Morse got fifteen years for “bank 
wrecking,’’ but Heinze’s transactions 
were held legal, notwithstanding the 
prosecution’s attempt to prove him a 
and will show up the strong places as 
well as the weak one.
